But it. is manifeſt that many ver- 
tuous Parents have wicked Children, as Cain, 
Reuben, Abſalom, and ſuch like, have been to 
their Parents. So Fau#tus having godly Pa- K . 
rents, who ſeeing him to be of a forward 
Wit, were deſirous to bring him up in 
vertuous Studies, namely, of Divinity; but 
he gave himſelf ſecretly to Necromancy and 
Conjuration, inſomuch that few or none could 
perceive his Profe ſſion. — 
But to the Purpoſe, Fauſtus continued at 
Study in the Univerſity, and was by the 
Rectors, and 16 Maſters afterwards, exami- 
med how he had protited in his Studies; and 
being found by them, that none of his Time 
were able to argue with him in Divinity, or 
for the Excellency of his Wiſdom to compare 
with him, with one Conſent they made him 
Dottor of Divinity. But Dr. Fauſtus, within 
a ſhort Time after he had obtained his De- 
gree, fell into ſuch Fantaſies, and deep Cogi- 
tations, that he was mocked of many, and | .

boaſt of it among the Crew, being in Jolli- J un

Nas dweltat his Uncle's Houſe at Wittenburg, 
who dyed, and bequeathed it in his Teſta- 
ment to his Coſen Fauſtus, Fauſtus kept a 
Boy with him that was his Scholar, an un- 
Jucky Wag, called Chriſtopher Wagner, towhow 
his Sport and Life that he ſaw his Maſter 
followed, feemed pleaſant. Fauſtus loved the 
Boy well, hoping to make him as good'or 
better ſeen in his helliſh Exerciſes than him- 


elf, and he was fellow with Mepheftophiles 3 
Jotherwiſe Fauffus had no Company in his 
Houſe but himſelf, and Boy, and Spirit, that 


ever was diligent at Fauſtuss Command; 

going about the Houſe like a Fryar, with a 
lettle Bell in his Hand, ſeen of none but Fan- 
Hus. For Victuals and other Neceeſſaries, 
Aephoſtophiles brought him at his Plea-

ſo far forth as I and my Spirit are able to 
perform; yet your Majeſty ſhall know, that 
their dead Bodies are not able ſubſtantially to |

appear unto you in manner and form as they 
both lived in their moſt flouriſhing Time; 


and herewith l hope to pleaſe. your Imperial

Alexander Magnus, in all Things'to look up- 
on as if he had been alive; in Proportion, a 
ſtrong . ſet thick Man, of a middle Stature, 
black Fair, and that both thick and curled,
